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Substance Abuse Testing Report 

1997 



Background 

The following fulfills the Department of Labor's requirement to report to the "joint 
standing committee having jurisdiction over labor matters" as set out in the Maine 
Substance Abuse Testing Law, Title 26 M.R.S.A. Section 680 et seq. This report is 
relevant only to employer testing activities under Maine law. It is not a comprehensive 
study of workplace substance abuse testing because it does not include individuals who 
are tested under federal testing programs. 

The Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor Standards as well as the Department of 
Human Services, Health and Environmental Testing Laboratory and the Department of 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse, Office of Substance Abuse 
Services fulfill the responsibilities as stated in Maine law. The Department of Labor 
reviews and approves substance abuse testing policies and conducts the annual 
survey of substance abuse testing. 1 997 was the eighth full year of regulation under 
Maine law. 

Summary 

During 1997, 29 business substance abuse testing policies were reviewed. Of the 29 
reviews, nine new policies and ten revisions or amendments were approved; one policy 
was denied, and revisions were requested for nine policies. 

As of December 31 , 1997, a total of 147 policies have been approved since the 
inception of the law and are currently in force. 

The Department of Labor surveys all employers with approved policies for this report. 
The 1997 survey showed that 12,600 job applicants had been tested with 375 (3.0%) 
confirmed positive tests. There were seven employee probable cause* tests with one 
(14.3%) positive reported, and 474 employee random or arbitrary tests with 16 (3.4%) 
positives reported. (*See appendix) 

In 1997, Department of Human Services (DHS) Health and Environmental Testing 
Laboratory reissued licenses to eight laboratories for substance abuse testing. 
Licenses for two laboratories expired. 

Department of Mental Health, Mental Retardation (DMHMR) and Substance Abuse 
Office of Substance Abuse Services approved two new employee assistance programs 
(EAP). Some programs nave not been renewed causing the number of approved 
EAP's to decrease by seven from 1996. Currently, 28 employers have approved EAP 
programs (see page 19). 
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Section I - Agency Review and Approval 
Department of Labor - Policy Review and Approval 

The Department of Labor (DOL) received 45 individual policy submissions (three were 
resubmitted from the previous year) from 39 employers. The number of individual policies 
review/ed is larger because resubmissions, revisions and amendments are counted separately. 
DOL staff completed 29 reviews, including three holdovers from the previous year. Due to the 
backlog of policies carried over from previous years, there were 54 policies pending the 
Department's review as of December 31, 1997. Most policies pending have received an initial 
review. These numbers include policy modifications submitted in response to law changes. 
See Table 1 .

The average time from receipt to notification for all submissions was 42 working days. Initial 
reviews of new submissions took the longest, an average of 50 working days. Reviews of 
amendments took an average of 14 days, while revision reviews took 36 days. See Table 2.

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Section II - Results of Testing 



Results are based on a survey of all establishments with a policy approved by the state. 
Job Applicant Testing 

Job applicants testing positive decreased from 3.1% in 1996 to 3.0% In 1997. The 
most common substances of abuse identified were cannabinoids (75.5%), cocaine 
(5.6%), followed by barbiturates (4.0%), opiates (3.7%), amphetamines (2.4%), 
benzodiazepines (2.1 %) and alcohol (1.9%). (See appendix for controlled substances 
and drug names.)

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Employee Testing 



Seven people were given probable cause tests. One of the seven tested positive for 
alcohol. Four-hundred seventy-four of the employee tests fell under the random or 
arbitrary testing provisions of the law. Sixteen (3.4%) were confirmed positive for one 
or more substances. There were 15 positives for cannabinoids and one positive for 
cocaine and opiates. 

Analysis of All Results 

The Manufacturing Industry had the largest number of employers with substance abuse 
testing policies. Of the 4,170 tests in Manufacturing, 2.9% were positive. Construction 
tested 1,633 people and had the highest percentage of positives, 5.8%. The largest 
number of tests (5,540) was in Services Industry (including Financial), of which 2.4% 
were positive. Transportation and Public Utilities tested 442 people, 1 .4% were 
positive. See Table 4.

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Analysis of AH Results, continued 



There are some variations in the drug panels used by different employers. A drug 
panel consists of specified drugs that can be tested. All, or nearly all, employers test 
for cannabinoids, cocaine and amphetamines. Among the job applicants tested, 
cannabinoids remains the substance with the highest percentage of use followed by 
cocaine, barbiturates and opiates. Positive tests for amphetamines increased in 1997 
with nine positives. Prior to 1 997 there had been only three positives over a seven year 
period. The substance least tested for is alcohol. Only 35 of the 147 employers who 
conducted tests during the year called for test panels including alcohol. The total 
positives of all tests given was 3.0%; the highest percentage of positives for an 
individual substance was 2.3%. See Table 5.

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Section III - Description of Experiences 
Department of Labor. Bureau of Labor Standards 

In an effort to reduce the average time for review, the responsibility for policy review 
was moved, as of August 1997, from Administration to the Wage and Hour Division 
where there is additional staff to do policy reviews. Also, as a result of legislation 
submitted by DOL a model policy for applicant testing has been developed and a draft 
probable cause policy is in the works. The model policy will assist employers in the 
development of a policy for their business. 

According to the PRIDE (Parent's Resource Institute for Drug Education) and National 
Household surveys, drug use has increased among the youth and decreased among 
adults. The substance abuse problem originally began with adults and filtered down to 
the youth. With the increased use among the youth and decreased use among adults, 
today's drug epidemic is different from what it has been in the past. However, the 
results of all testing reported in accordance with the Maine Substance Abuse Testing 
Law increased in 1997 to 3.0% from 2.5% in 1996. 

Department of Human Services. Health and Environmental Testing Laboratory 

There are 14 licensed drug labs. None are located in Maine. All are certified by the 
National Laboratory Certification Program of the Substance and Mental Health Services 
Administration (formerly NIDA). Licensing for two labs expired during the year: one 
each in June and August. No new labs were licensed in 1 997. 

Department of Mental Health, IWental Retardation and Substance Abuse. Office of 
Substance Abuse Services 

The Office approved two employee assistance programs (EAP). Twenty-eight 
employers now have approved programs. Employers are responsible for renewing 
their EAP every two years. The number of approved EAP's decreased by seven due to 
some programs not being renewed.
